Apportionment of Fund under Section 31 Government of Ireland Act, 1920. 

3. As stated in the footnote on page 12 , the present account does not 
allocate the cash and securities between the Southern and Northern 
Governments. 

The Order of the Joint Exchequer Board made 24 May 1922, and deemed 
to have had effect from 22 November 1921, provisionally' apportioned 15 per 
cent, of the securities and assets of the Fund other than landed revenue to the 
Government of Northern Ireland and apportioned to that Government the 
revenues derived from land or interest in land situate in Northern Ireland. 

In reply to inquiry, I have been informed that, pursuant to this Order, 
the transfer of 15 per cent, of all Securities (with the exception of 5,131 1. 
Guaranteed Land Stock, the apportionment of which has not yet been carried 
out) was made by the Irish Land Commission in August 1922, and that the 
Cash. Balance on 18 August 1922, found to be due to the Government of 
Northern Ireland (22,314 1. 6s. Id.) was paid to that Government on 13 October 
1922. From 22 November 1921 onwards the Commission have acted in 
connexion with the Church Temporalities Fund as the agents of the Government 
ot Northern Ireland, pending the final apportionment of the Fund. 

I have recently been informed that the final apportionment of the Fund 
has not yet been made.
